The annual fall sale from the Hartley Stock Farms herd at 
e, North Dakota, on Monday, October 5th, marked the turning 
n the upward trend of the cycle representing the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle business. For once Manager Kenneth Mc- 
Gregor drew a splendid day, bright and cheery overhead and dry 
under foot, something out of the ordinary, for it usually has been 
wet and miserable weather. ; 

The crops in that section of North Dakota were good this sea- 
son and there has been plenty of fall moisture to hearten folks for 
another year. The corn did not grow to its usual height, neither 
did the ears develop’so well as usual, however the crop generally 
had been garnered, most of it cut with an ordinary grain binder, 
and this is making wonderful forage. 

As usual the sale cattle looked well and the breeding cattle 
showed a good season for them had just closed. Auctioneers Frank 
Hyland of Devil’s Lake, North 
Dakota, and Dad Tellier of

When the age of 
the animals offered is taken 
into consideration and it is 
further learned that there 
were no big cows with calves 
at foot to help bolster up the. 
average this will have to go 
down in history as one of the 
most successful beef cattle 
sales of the season. There 
were no wild prices—just a 
nice even tenure, not far from 
the average. i 
Bidders were presen: from 
several states and provinces

and many more were repre- 
sented at the ringside. In 
spite of the heavy outside rep- 
resentation the wide awake 
farmers of North Dakota 
managed to keep the bulk of the cattle within the borders of the 
state. That the demand was not satisfied, became apparent soon 
after the close of the sale when Kenneth sold a dozen young bulls 
and heifers at private treaty at averages of approximately $150.00 
per head. These were young things in the rough that had not been 
fitted at all for the sale. In fact nearly sixty head were sold be- 
fore the crowd had completely dispersed. It was nearly nine o’clock 
in the evening before the last of the buyers had left the scene. In 
act many breeders and prospective future buyers visited the past- 
ures after the sale had closed, retiring only when darkness forced 
them from the fields.

The Jumble of tse Jocks—a Real} Muddk 


From the Late William Watson’s 
“Scroll Books.” 
By Robert C. M. Auld. 


[Note: In this chapter Mr. Auld throws 
new light on what has been somewhat of a 
mystery in early history.] 

William then tackles the confusion in re- 
gard to the Keillor bulls—which cannot be 
better alluded to than as the Jumble of the 
Jocks. This muddle is not to be attributed 
to Hugh Watson, it must be noted. Accord- 
ing to William Watson, his father was ap- 
proached by the editor of the Herd Book, 
who appealed to him to give him informa- 
tion as to the animals bred at Keillor for 
entry in the Volume. But Hugh proved un- 
alterably antagonistic to the publication of 
the work and would give it no countenance 
and entirely ignored it. 
(Note, his last sale was held 
1861, soon after which the 
volume of the Herd Book 
was published by Mr. Rav- 
enscroft). During the years 
that followed, these entries, 
undergoing scrutiny were 
seen not to agree with state- 
ments appearing in Hugh 
Watson’s” sale catalogues; 
and when the second edition 
of Vol. I, was contemplated 
thhe matter of the Jocks con- 
cerned the editors. It was 
shown that Mr. Ravenscroft 
had inadvertently regarded 
Old Jock as the sire of Grey 
Breasted Jock, which the 
committee concluded from 
comparing the statements 
made in the Keillor cata- 
logues and in Mr. Ravens- 
croft’s notes to the first vol- 
ume under the pedigrees of 
the two bulls, that Grey 
Breasted Jock was the senior 
-and therefore the sire of Old 
Jock. The confusion, after 
all, it will be seen, was real- 
ly of little account as they 
were related in such a way 
that would—and did—occur 
with many other entries—in 
the first volume, also due to the editor’s un- 

familiarity with the parentage of the ani- 
mals he was dealing with. So William un- 
dertakes to set the sequence of the Jocks 
right, and his lineage of them appears in 
the History. Wherever the Jocks appear, 
however, there will be mental confusion. 
As described by William, Black Jock (the 
third Jock mentioned in William’s category 
as rendered in the History “was got by Jock 
who was the Second Jock that was got by 
Tarnty Jock, and out of one of the cows of 
the nucleus, and this Black or Third Jock 
was out of a sister of his own.” This Third 
Jock, named Black Jock, appears, says the 
History, to have been the bull that won the 
first prize at Perth in 1829. He was the 
sire of Grey Breasted Jock (2), who was 
calved in 1839 and his dam was “a cow 
closely inbred to himself not entered in the 
H. B.” He was shown in Ireland and never 
returned to Scotland. Grey Breasted Jock 
(2) was, we have to understand, the sire of 
Old Jock (1) and not the son, he being the 
fifth Jock of William’s series. His dam was 
Old Favourite, known as the Grey Tailed 
cow at Keillor—who was likewise his sister.

Old Favourite was the dam of Favourite 
(2), and also of Angus (45) and of Bowie’s 
Earl Spencer 2nd (25)—to be particularly 
noted, calved 1850—Old Favorite was Lot 1, 
of the Keillor Sale of 1848 and was pur- 
chased by Alexander Bowie then. Grey 
Breasted Jock gained the first prize as a 
yearling at Dundee in 1843, not in the aged 
class in which Panmure stood supreme at 
Dundee, in 1848. Shown at Londonderry as 
Strathmore—not to be confused with 
Strathmore (5), he remained in Ireland. 
Nearly all the cows and heifers at the 
Auchtertyre sale of 1853 of Mr. Hugh Wat- 
son were by Old Jock, thus being used from 
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Erica Marie 9th 434227—a line bred Earl Marshall heifer, many times champion this 
year—included as a special attraction in the Miller & Kemp sale at Olin, Iowa, 
Thursday, Oct. 22d. 


1843 until 1852. The Sixth Jock of Wil- 
liam’s list was Black Jock (3), calved in 
1848, by Old Jock (1), dam Old Grannie (1). 
His dam is in the catalogue of that sale giv- 
en as “First Prize cow in Ireland” which is 
contrary to the statement of his entry in 
the Herd Book, which was Old Grannie (1), 
Old Grannie not having been exhibited in 
Ireland. 

The Seventh Jock was Young Jock (4), 
calved 1849. He was by Old Jock (1), his 
dam not being stated in the Herd Book, 
though we have it on that undoubted au- 
thority, Mr. Ferguson, that he was out of 
Octavia (33) p. 81, History—though here it 
has to be pointed out that Octavia is enter- 
ed in the Herd Book as also calved in 1849 
(Revision)—her sire being Old Jock (1) 
dam Favourite (2)—which seems to need 
some explication. The succession then is 
Grey Breasted Jock; his son Old Jock, and 
his sons Black Jock (3), calved 1848, Young 
Jock (4) calved 1849, Angus (45) calved 
1846, Strathmore (5) calved 1850, and Dee- 
side (168)—according to the revised version 
of their sires. Sons of Grey Breasted Jock 
as given by Ravenscroft included Strath- 


more (5), calved in 1850, used j 
thes Herd, and returned to Keillor = Cre 
Berwick Show of 1854; his dam bein T the 
Grannie (1); Adam (39), dam Keil] ex

_ Old Windsor (115) calved 
in 1844 entered as by Black 
Jock was not by that bull but 
by Old Jock (1) and out of 
Old Grannie (1). He was the 
sire of Strathmore of Fin- 
tray (317) bred by the late 
James Walker, Wester Fin- 
tray, son of Robert, of ear- 
ier fame—who was the sire 
of Mary of Wester Fintray 
(21)—first prize cow at Ab- 
erdeen, 1847—the dam of 
Nightingale (262) a cow of 
ubiquitous preeminence. Mary 
of Wester Fintray, note, was 
sold to William McCombie, 
at a Wester Fintray sale. 
(The dispersion sale cata- 
logue of which I possess a 
manuscript copy), and Mary 
was purchased at Tillyfour 
1850 sale by Sir Alexander 
Burnett of Crathes, where Nightingale was 
calved in 1853. 

This was the sale at which Sir John Mac- 
pherson Grant bought Victor 2nd (47) and 
Matchless, whose dam was bred by Mr. 
Williamson, St. John’s Wells, Fyvie, thus 
founding his herd. 

Deeside (168), (by H. B.) Grey Breasted 
Jock, dam Beauty of Buchan (5) note, his 
dam leaving himself no recorded produce in 
the H. B. Beauty of Buchan as noted was 
the dam of Empress Eugenie (594) calved 
1856, by Emperor (128). (See below). 

The foregoing notes on these Keillor 
Jocks and others some of which might also 
have been grouped under that comprehen- 
sive designation, will be found useful. The 
principal significance, however of the above 
excursus will be found in the fact of the 
wonderful ramification of blood, connecting 
Keillor, Crathes, Porthlethen, Wester Fin- 
tray, Tillyfour and Ballindalloch, as well as 
of Ardovie and Panmure—all, it will be 
seen, contemporary herds combining the 
Buchan humlies with the Keillor doddies m 
a most intimate manner. I do not think this 
has ever been demonstrated before and 80 
it is well worth studying. [To be Continued

grain. Fortunately students flocked quick- 
ly to the scene and succeeded in rescuing 
every animal in the building. Herdsman 
George Edwards has his cattle pretty well 
housed in temporary quarters afforded in 
other live stock buildings upon the grounds. 
Already the debris has been cleared and 
work commenced for rebuilding.
